Scandal in New York 
Legislature 


FUNDS REGULARLY RAISED 
TO BUY THE LEGISLATORS 


So Senator Conger Swears in 
the Allds Investigation---Pub- 
lic Is Aroused, and the Re- 
publican Leaders, in Fear, 
Promise a Sweeping Investi- 
gation. 


Albany, N. Y., February 15.—The lid 
was pried off the legislative bribery 
scandal today. and the-developments 
disclosed justified all suspicions re- 
garding its unsavory nature.

The day's disclosures were important 
principally" because they laid the basis 
for future attempts to write the his- 
tory of legislative corruption in New 
York state during the past nine years, 
and perhaps for a longer period. 

Raised Many Corruption Funds. 

When Senator Conger’s attorneys 
announced that they were through 
with his direct examination late this 
afternoon, Alids’ accuser was taken in

Tifton, Ga., February 15.—(Special.)

South Carolina Supreme Court 
Restores Babies to Mrs. B. R. 
Tillman, Jr.--Court Holds Law 
Under Which They Were 
Taken From Mother Is Invalid 


Columbia, 8. C. February 15.— 
Granting the mother’s plea for. the 
custody of her two little children, the 
supreme court of South Carolina this 
morning handed down a decision in 
favor of Mrs. B. R. Tillman, Jr., who 
sought to recover her two little girls, 
Douschka Pickens Tillman and Sarah 
Stark Tillman, from the possessidn of 
Senator and Mrs. B. R. Tillman. 

The decision is based upon the 
ground thatthe deed oftransfer by B. 
R. Tillman, Jr.. wasinvalid, as applied 
to the mother, the act under which it 
was made being In violation of the 
state and United States constitutions. 
The court, therefore, granted the ap- 
Plication for habeas corpus. As soon 
as the decision was announced at- 
torneys for young Mrs. Tillman took 
steps toward securing the children. 

Mother Expresses Joy. i 

Mrs. B. R. Tillman, Jr... would make 
no statement other than “I am glad.” 
Scores of women called during the 
day to congratulate Mrs. Tillman. 
Telegrams of congratulation poured in. 

The court’s opinion, which is about 
6,000 words in length, bases the de- 
cision on the unconstitutionality of 
the law pcrmitting a father to trans- 
fer his children without the mother’s 
consent. If the statute is to be con- 
strued as giving the father arbitrary 
power to deed away the custody of his 
children, the court says, the law Is an 
infringement of the rights and privi- 
leges assured in the state constitution 
and similarly in the fourteenth amend-

Consequently a disinterested expres- 
sion of opinion. coming from a lawyer 
of my experience, may be worth con-

Judge Foster fatled to touch either 
one of the two most vital defects in 
our plan of campaign to punish crime 
by process of law. 

i. Our judges act as umpires of a 
game played by hired experts. In this 
particular, the American system (state 
courts, I mean), is ‘utterly vicious. 
Judge should be made responsible for 
the meting out of justice. They should 
take an active hand in the trial, at al! 
stages. They should not allow a good 
case to-be lost through the fault of a 
sorry lawver. The trial should not be 
a mere fencing bout between opposing 
counsel. 

The judge should be 
broadest, best sense the 
curiae—the friend of the court. He 
should ask such questions as counsel, 
through ignorance or inadvertence, 
fail to ask. He should rule out such 
testimony as he considers improper, 
whether objection is raised by counse! 
or not. He should see to it that no 
man suffer on account of the inferior- 
ity of his lawyer. 

If the verdict is wrong. In his opin- 
fon, he should gee to it that steps are 
taken to set it aside. Jf it be a crimi- 
nal, and the defendant's attorneys re- 
fuse to go on with the case, for lack 
of fees or other reason, the judge 
should appoint a lawyer to move for 
the new trial. 

If there appear on the face of the 
pleading and defect, of omission or 
commission, the judge should suggest 
the necessary amendments. 


An End to Technicality. 

The tron law of the _ technicality 
should be forever broken. Its reign has 
been the scandal of the courts. It has 
defeated justice, outraged common 
sense and insulted public opinion. 

In the remote past prisoners were 
tortured to force confession. Going to 
the other extreme, we do not permit 
the accused to be examined save by 
his own consent. We even allow him 
to make the statement which his law- 
yers have fixed for him: we do not per- 
mit the prosecution to question him 
concerning it; and we compel the judge 
to charge the jury that they may be- 
lieve this cooked-up story in 
ence to all the sworn testimony. 

This ix sheer and idiotle nonsense. 
No innocent person would object to 
being questioned concerning the crime 
of which he falsely accused. Only 
the guilty could have any objection. 
Consequently, we retain a custom and 
practice which notoriously shields 
gullt. 

How can we be surprised to learn 
that crime goes “unwhipt of justice.” 
when we frame our code for that very 
purpose?

{ have seen hundreds of defendants 
set free by the precious words, “We, 
the jury, find the defendant not 
guilty,” although judge, jury, lawyers 
and spectators knew that they were 
reeking with crime. The case could 
not be made out beyond a reasonable 
doubt—se tenderly considerate is our 
law eof the criminal! 

Knowing as I do how exceedingly 
difficult it is to convict in penal cases, 
I have been appalied at the levity with 
which pardons are granted. It 
enough to dishearten prosecutors and 
prosecuting officers. The exceeding de- 
lays of the law: the postponement aft- 
er postponement; the new trial: the 
fondness of the upper courts for re- 
versals on utterly unimportant tech- 
nical grounds-—-these are the  head- 
waters of mob law and crime waves.

New York, February 15.—The stock 
market gave additional evidence today 
of sinking into dullness and apathy. 
The professional element strained all 
its resources to keep up the movement 
of prices, but the withdrawal of out- 
side participation in the dealings 
added to the difficulty of the attempt.
